POMONA — More than 50 
persons were stranded for up 
to four hours on the giant fer- 
ris wheel at the Los Angeles 
County Fairgrounds here dur­ 
ing 
the exposition’s 
closing 
night Sunday. 
A spokesm an for the P o ­ 
m ona F air D epartm ent said it 
took about four hours before 
all riders were safely brought 
down, some via a 200-foot lad­ 
der. A fire departm ent resus- 
citator unit treated some of 
the riders for shock. 
Fire Chief H arry J. 
Wil­ 
liamson said the ferris wheel, 
at the fa r ’s Fun Zone, was 
m ade inoperable because of a 
mechanical breakdown. 
One of the fire units to res­ 
pond was a fire truck with a 
ladder 100 feet long but this 
was not long enough to reach 
seats on the top of the wheel, 
about 
116 
feet 
from 
the 
ground. 
In effecting the rescue, fire 


personnel 
discovered 
there 
was too m uch weight on the 
top of the wheel, so Fun Zone 
personnel climbed into the lo­ 
w er cars for balance. 
Through various moves, in­ 
cluding 
the 
repairing 
of 
a 
chain that broke, all riders 
had been rescued shortly be­ 
fore 11 p.m. 
In another incident at the 
fairgrounds, two persons were 
injured 
slightly 
when 
they 
w ere struck on the head by a 
horseshoe thrown by a horse 
Sunday. 
E va 
Fogelberg, 
35, 
and 
Jam es F. Heath, 56, both of 
Redondo Beach, were at 
a 
horse show at the Carnation 
Ring when the incident oc­ 
curred. Both w ere treated for 
scalp cuts at the fairgrounds’ 
first aid station. 
The Pomona F re D epart­ 
m ent Sunday also responded 
to some 15 minor trash fires 
at the fairgrounds.

This fig- 
ure is about 50,000 more than 
on the com parable day last 
year. 
S u n d a y ’ s 
attendance 
brought the total num ber for 
the 17-day exposition to 1,148,- 
182. The all-time attendance 
record of 1,265,095, was set in 
1967. 
Officials 
were 
especially 
pleased with this y ear's fair 
inasmuch as attendance dur­ 
ing the first week of the fair 
was down about 40,000 from 
last 
year, 
a 
development 
which officials were at a lo-.s 
to explain. 
One contributing factor to 
the fair's success was the fair 


weather that accompanied the 
exposition. 
The fair, which was started 
in 1922, with few exceptions, 
has been held annually be­ 
tween the period of Sept. 15 
through October 5. 
In the past 50 years, the 21- 
day period produced only 1*2 
days of i n n out of a possible 
1,050 days, according to the 
National Weather Service Of­ 
fice in Pomona. 
No rain was reported dur­ 
ing the 21-day period for the 
years 1922, 1924, 1927,

A realignment of the seat­

for the nation’s highest tri­ 
bunal. 


Justice William O. Douglas 
occupied the seat of highest 
seniority Iv-id for 34 years by 
Black at B urgei'j im mediate 


right. Douglas is the only one 
rem aining 
of 
nine 
Justices 
named by President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. Black was the 
first FDR nominee. 


Justice Willaim J. Brennan 
Jr., 
nam ed 
by 
President 
D w i g h t 
D . 
Eisenhower, 
moved to the chair of next 
highest 
tenure 
to 
Burger’s 
left. 
Accordingly, 
the other 
justices moved one seat nea­ 
rer the chief justice. 


In order of seniority 
the

wart, Byron R. White, Thur- 


good Marshall and Harry A. 
Biackmun.

ley say the Colorado’s w ater 
is useless for irrigation be­ 
cause of Its high salt content.

New Vaccine 
Developed 


CHICAGO (U PI) - A com ­ 
bination 
vaccine 
has 
been 
developed to com bat m easles, 
m um ps and rubella w ith a 
single vaccination, according 
to an article in the current is ­ 
sue of the Journal of the 
A m erican 
M edical 
Associa­ 
tion. 
T h e 
v a c c i n e , 
which 
research ers say is safe, sim ­ 
ple and effective, w as tes­ 
ted on 715 children. The chil­ 
dren, aged seven m onths to 
seven y ears, had never had 
m easles, m um ps o r rubella. 
O verall, 96 p er cent of the 
children developed im m unity 
to m eafles, 95 p er cent an im ­ 
m unity to m um ps and 94 per 
cent an im m unity to rubella, 
the article said. 
The num ber of 
cases of 
m easles and m um ps is on the 
rise and experts a t the Center 
for D isease Control in A tlanta 
have predicted the total num ­ 
b e r of m easles 
cases m ay 
reach 80,000 this y ear —al­ 
m ost double the num ber of 
cases reported in 1970. 
The 
tripe-purposie vaccine 
m ay serve to com bat the rise, 
especially when it is used on 
children who m ight otherw ise 
be difficult to reach on m ore 
than one occasion, the study 
said. 


Struggle for Power Begins in Haiti

Separate em pires are bemg 
built inside the establishm ent 
with a brazenness that would

m atter of seconds by P apa 
Doc. 
Now Jean-C laude’s survival 
seem s to depend on m aintain­ 
ing a balance between 
the 
various pow er blocs th at co­ 
vet his job.

stressed that Haiti is a much 
better place than it was a few 
m onths ago.

Evers Praises 


Muskie for 


Telling Truth 


MAHWAH, N. J. (U P I)— 
Charles Evers, black candi­ 
date for governor of Missis­ 
sippi, has praised Sen. Ed­ 
mund S. Muskie, D-Maine, for 
his honesty in saying he could 
not be elected president with 
a black vice-presidential run­ 
ning mate. 
“ Muskie told the truth.” 
said Evers, mayor of Fayette, 
Miss., in an address at New 
Ramapo State College here.

that,” Evers said. 
Evers paid a courtesy call on 
Mayor John V. 
Lindsay, of 
New York Ciity, and received 
i promise of support.

“ The strong impression I ’ve 
gained in my interviews here 
is 
that 
there 
is 
growing 
strength for 
the one-China 
policy,” Sharp said. “ The im­ 
pression is that we are gain­ 
ing more and more support. I 
think our chances are improv­ 
ing steadily.” 
He said he did not believe 
reports of American “ arrnt- 
wisting” on the China issue 
and said, “ I get the impres­ 
sion the countries are trying 
to make up their minds on 
what they consider the merits 
of the case.” 
On the nuclear test issue, 
Sharp said he appealed again 
for cancelation of the test and 
“ told 
Mr. 
Rogers 
of 
the 
strong 
feelings 
in 
Canada 
against the test. This is not 
only in Canada, but all the 
people along the northwest 
coast of America are con­ 
cerned 
and 
we 
hope 
the 
United States will find reason 
not to hold the test. 
“ I believe the U.S. admin­ 
istration, from the president 
down, 
now 
are 
thoroughly 
aware of our views, and the 
president now faces a grave 
decision,” the Canadian min­ 
ister said.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI>— 
The West Coast dock strike 
becam e the longest in the re­ 
gion’s history today after ne­ 
gotiators failed

a settlem ent by the weekend. 
The strike entered its 96th 
day. 
The 
previous 
longest 
West Coast dock tieup was in 
1948 and lasted 95 days before 
agreem ent was reached. 
Spurred by the possibility of 
a federal injunction, negotia­ 
tors were expected to begin 
the process of nailing down 
final issues. 
A source close to the talks 
said Pacific M aritime Asso­ 
ciation (PMA) negotiators to­ 
day were expected to make 
final proposals on at least two 
issues. He refused to elabo­ 
rate. 
The 
PMA 
representatives 
and spokesmen for the Inter­ 
national Longshoremen’s and 
W a re h o u s e m e n ’s 
U n i o n 
(ILWU) met in a 4 1-2-hour 
session Sunday with 
repre­ 
sentatives of the Federal Me­ 
diation and Conciliation Serv- 


iC6. 
J. Curtis Counts, head of 
the mediation service, spent 
part of the session meeting 
separately with the negotiator 
groups. It was during these 
meetings that the PMA spo­ 
kesmen 
promised 
to 
“be 
ready’’ with the revamped is­ 
sues, the spokesman said. 
When the talks 
stretched 
past the weekend they ex­ 
ceeded an announced deadline 
for settlement made by Presi­ 
dent Nixon during a brief stop 
Sept. 25 in Portland, Ore. 
After a 20-minute meeting 
with ILWU president Harry 


Bridges and PMA spokesman 
Ed Flynn, the President said 
he had a promise from both 
sides to end the strike within 
a week. 
Nixon has refrained from 
invoking the 80-day injunction 
provisions of the Taft-Hart ley 
Act, but left the door open to 
do so if the strike, coupled 
with longshoremen’s walkouts 
on the East Coast and Gulf 
Coast, “constituted a national 
em ergency.” 
The West Coast strike has 
tied up ports along the Pacif­ 
ic from Canada to Mexico 
and hit hard at the export-im- 
port economy of the Hawaiian 
Islands. 
The walkout by 15,000 long­ 
shoremen July 1 idled more 
than 200 ships in 24 West 
Coast ports. 
Federal mediator Edwin C. 
Scott 
reported 
Friday 
that 
“ pieces have been falling to­ 
gether,” in the strike, but ne­ 
gotiators steadfastly refused 
to discuss in detail progress 
in the long talks. 
Mediator 
Norman 
Walker 
said Sunday

session, but declined to specu­ 
late when a final contract 
would emerge.

American Motors’ 
Javelin 
had already wrapped up the 
manufacturers “flag” for the 
10 race series, thanks the the 
meticulous 
preparations 
of 
the Roger Penske c rew and 
the 
methodical 
driving 
of 
Mark Donohue, a comb nation 
which produced six wins in 
nine previous outings. 
There has teen only one 
other man who has been able 
to break 
into the winner’s 
circle in a Trans-Am event 
this year, and that very same 
man was also the victor in 
Sunday’s season wrap up for 
Uui iver 2.5 liter machines. 


George Follmer, a versatile 
37 year-old from Arcadia who 
won two previous races at 
Mid Ohio and Edmonton this 
year, switched from his usual 
Mustang mount to a Javelin 
earlier vacated by Peter Rev- 
son. 


As a result of Follmer’s 


switch, American Motors had

Jo Siffert of 
Switzerland 
was second, 40 seconds be­ 
hind the winner in a BRM 
P160. 
Ronnie 
Peterson 
of 
Sweden was third in a March 
and Howden Ganley of New 
Zealand fourth in a BRM. 
Stewart, 
having 
trouble 
with the front end of his Tyr­ 
rell, lost his chance to tie the 
late Jim my Clark’s record 
and faded to fifth. 
The win was made easy tor 
Cevert when his only serious 
challenger, Jackie 
Ickx of 
Belgium, was forced out of 
the race with a broken mag­ 
neto after narrowing Cevert’s 
lead to three seconds at one 
point.

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EDITORIALS 
Condemnation of DDT 
Be Premature 
May 


We Americans have a penchant for causes of all 
sorts, sizes and degrees of importance. The trouble 
is, we sometimes let our enthusiasm trap us into 
emulating the humorist’s legendary cowboy who 
mounted his steed and rode off in all directions. 
Certainly there are few causes more worthy of 
dedicated, intelligent concern than the preservation 
of our environment, as Californians are poignantly 
aware. Yet even here, the facts of life sometimes 
rise up to indicate we have tried to travel too fast. 
Consider, for example DDT and phosphate deter­ 
gents. Both have been widely condemned and in 
many places banned by law. There is an initiative 
on next year’s June ballot in this state, tor example, 
that would ban the former outright, along with a 
num ber of other blunderbuss “environmental” prop­ 
osals. 
Yet just recently a government-appointed panel 
has decided that while DDT does indeed have 
serious pollutant potentials, it needn’t be banned to­ 
tally as a pesticide because of any “imminent ha­ 
zard to human health.” And although its use has 
declined, the panel finds it still an important wea­ 
pon against certain destructive insects, particularly 
some that attack cotton plants. 
Interestingly, University of Wisconsin scientists 
have discovered DDT in samples of soil collected 
and sealed 30 years before DDT came into use! 
Similarly, phosphate detergents have been given a 
reprieve. There is no question that they can con­ 
tribute to lake and stream pollution; but now feder­ 
al health-and-enviroaimental officials are recom­ 
mending them to housewives. 
This startling reversal indicates that their blanket 
condemnation, like that of DDT, was premature. 
The cure, it turns out, was worse than the disease. 
There are increasing numbers of other reports 
which indicate that findings considered most fore­ 
boding at first glance, have turned out not to be so 
damaging as feared. 
All of which is not to denigrate concern over the 
protection of our environment. The moon trips have 
brought sharply home to us the fact that our planet 
is not a limitless source of the good and essential 
things of life. It’s here and it’s all we have. 
It’s just that we are learning gradually not to let 
our own sincere impulses, or the importunities of 
the overnight environmental reformists lead us into 
hip-shooting judgments that will hurt more than 
they help our efforts to clean up this earth we live 
on. 


Justice Black- 
34 Years Later 


Thirty-four years ago President Franklin 
Roosevelt appointed to the United States Supreme 
Court a former member of the Ku Klux Klan, and 
undistinguished jurist. The appointment was de­ 
scribed by one commentator as “a dead cat thrown 
at the Court,” which the President called “the nine 
old men” and wanted desperately to pack. 
Hugo Black undoubtedly was expected to become 
a wide-ranging liberal justice and help the 1 lesi- 
dent save some of his New Deal programs. 
But Hugo Black was more of a roan. U i m » 
r* motrats a, 
a jurist and constitutional literalist than most people 
had thought. Upon his recent retirement because of 
'*««■ 
P“ 
health and age, Black was praised by Chief Justice 
Burger as one who will rank with the great justi< ( s 
In the Court’s history. 
Many very sincere Constitutionalists disagree with 
Black’s most famous and perhaps most far-reaching 
opinion, the famous “one man, one vote’’ decision. 
Yet it was consistent with his adamant ^in­ 
stitutional literalism, even though it did serious 
damage to the traditional and profoundly important 
interpretation of the states’ basic right to decide 
how their own legislatures should be constituted. 
Despite sincere doubts about some of Justice 
Black's interpretations — especially of the First 
Amendment — there are not many today who ques­ 
tion his intellectual honesty and his gift of forceful 
argument. 
No one expects President Nixon to throw a dead 
cat at the present Court in nominating a successor 
to Hugo Black. It is hoped, also, that the successful 
nominee will prove his judicial integrity and skill as 
well as did the early-maligned Roosevelt nominee.

It has undergone vast 
transformations since its in­ 
troduction and has been op­ 
posed wholly or in part by 
anti trust lawyers in the Ju s­ 
tice Department, the Federal 
Trade Commission and Ralph 
Nader.

fiercely deny it, but many op­ 
ponents feel the bill would al­ 
low huge corporations to flay 
consum ers with practices that 
would be criminal under pre­ 
sent anti-trust laws.

the language” of the bill — a 
little like a group of hungry 
foxes setting their own quota 
for chicken consumption. 
Brennan, to make sure that 
the national patent lobby also 
got word of what was going 
on in the inner sanctum of his 
subcom mittee, sent copies of 
his marked-up bill to at least 
four other top patent lobby 
groups. 
When w e reached him at 
his Capitol Hill office, Bren­ 
nan rejected our suggestions 
that there might he someth­ 
ing wrong with sending mate­ 
rial, which he properly sent 
to staffs of committee m em ­ 
bers, to the patent lobby, but 
not to the public. “That’s a 
red herring,” he huffed. Bren­ 
nan said his assurance that 
the bill would 
be passed in 
tim e for his speech was only 
an “estim ate.” And he denied 
that when he leaves his 11- 
year post with the subcom­ 
m ittee shortly that it will be 
to practice patent law. 


Gomory lengthily defended 
both the bill and his dealings 
with Brennan. 


“ I wouldn’t be caught dead 
with something I’m not sup­ 
posed to have,” he said of the 
com m ittee documents. Bren­ 
nan had only sent them out 
for his and other patent law­ 
yers’ comm ents, he insisted.

bases in South Vietnam won’t 
allow most Vietnam ese on the 
prem ises. But Vietnam ese mi­ 
litary police, who com e and 
go as they please, have been 
smuggling in wholesale lots of 
heroin. 


This charge has been made 
b y 
R e p .

Murphy, 
D-N.Y., in a private report to 
the 
House 
Interstate 
and 
F o r e i g n Commerce Com­ 
mittee. The 
report sum m a­ 
rizes his findings in Vietnam 
and his interviews with GI 
addicts. 


Quoting 
an 
addicted 
Air 
Force 
sergeant 
from 
Ben 
H o a , 
M u r p h y 
alleges: 
“Vietnamese military police 
would bring in 200 vials (of 
heroin) a week. The Vietna­ 
m ese MPs had access to the 
base, and the Air Force push­ 
er 
would 
m eet 
them 
and 
make the exchange. Two hun­ 
dred bottles 
sold 
for $6 a 
bottle.” 
Vietnam ese who were bar­ 
red from the bases would ap­ 
proach GIs in Jeeps to hustle 
heroin. An addict just back 
from 
Vietnam, 
now 
being 
treated at Lackland Air Force 
Base, Tex., told Murphy that 
Vietnam ese troops in the field 
“would com e up to our ve­ 
hicles and press a thumb to 
their nose in a ‘snorting’ fash­ 
ion, indicating, ‘Do you want 
som e heroin?’ ”

are

verbatim 
quotes that Murphy picked up 
from GI addicts: 
“ My habit in Vietnam w as 
$20 a day. Here (in the U.S.)

half dozen w atches” — all, of 
course, stolen and resold. 
— “ I tried the Air Force 
am nesty program In Vietnam 
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There never was a 
time 
when political parties were so 
full of discord as they are to­ 
day.

Contest Outlook 


The outlook at present is 
for more than a 
two-party 
contest. There may be three 
or even four candidates in the 
race. Governor George Wal­ 
lace polled 
a big 
minority 
vote in 1968 and could do so 
again. It is conceivable that 
one of the Democratic aspi­ 
rants may also be tempted to 
run independently if he is not 
nominated by his party. 
The 
would-be 
candidates 
are working hard to build up 
local strength, particularly in 
the states in which there will 
be primaries. For while such 
contests are not necessarily a 
decisive influence in national 
campaigns, they do make an 
imprint on 
the

situation

further complicated for both 
parties by the introduction of 
the new voters aged 18 to 21. 
While there are disputes as to 
how many of them will be eli­ 
gible due to the fact that all 
states have not yet cleared up 
residence 
requirements,

vote from the youth group 
will 
unquestionably 
play 
a 
part in the outcome of the 
next campaign. Some of the 
experts in politics believe that 
the younger generation will 
not 
add 
any 
considerable 
number of votes to the total 
who go to the polls. But if the 


rules are changed so that stu­ 
dents can vote at their cam ­ 
pus residence or by absentee 
ballots, for exam ple, it may 
be that a larger percentage of 
them will vote than has been 
anticipated. 
Over all, the dissent and 
protest vote will be 
based 
upon economic conditions, es­ 
pecially the unemployment si­ 
tuation, in the autumn of 1972. 
American participation in the 
Vietnam war m ay have been 
virtually brought to an end, 
and the government will be 
drafting few, if any, of the 
younger 
men 
for 
duty 
in 
Southeast Asia. It is probable 
that the needs of our armed 
forces in Indo-China w ii be 
filled without much use of 
draftees. The expectation is 
that the build-up of an all-vol­ 
unteer army will have start­ 
ed, while die United States 
contingent in Southeast Asia 
will have been reduced to a 
relatively sm all number by 
November 1972. 
At present, the belief Is cur* 
r e n t 
that North 
Vietnam 
thinks that, by keeping up Its 
occasional attacks, it can up­ 
set Washington planning so 
that the administraitaon m 4y 
not be able to withdraw all 
U . 
S . 
troops. 
This 
could 
create an unfavorable public 
opinion at home prior to the 
election next November. 
Anyone who is nominated 
on 
the 
Democratic 
ticket, 
however, will have to take a 
position on what would be 
done if North Vietnam sud­ 
denly launched a large-scale 
offensive 
in 
South Vietnam 
aim ed 
particularly 
against 
the remaining American for­ 
ces. Should the United State« 
protect its men or pull them 
out? A question of this kind 
could prove em barrassing to 
b o t h 
parties 
during 
next 
year’s campaign. 
Stick to Policy 
Meantime, President Nixon 
is likely to stick to the policy 
he has announced — namely, 
that our troops will not be to­ 
tally 
withdrawn 
until 
the 
“Vietnainization” 
program 
has been completed and all 
American prisoners of 
war 
have been released. 
There is a possibility that 
the task of protecting South 
Vietnam may be Laid before 
the 
United 
Nations by 
the 
United States. Under such a 
plan, if tliere is another incur­ 
sion, 
the 
responsibility 
for 
keeping peace and preserving 
the right of self-determination 
of South Vietnam would be 
undertaken by a group of gov­ 
ernments under the auspices 
of the United Nations rather 
than by this country alone.

“The Battle of Waterloo was won on the playing fields of 
Eton,” according to Arthur Wellesley, late (1852) Duke of 
Wellington. 
Not at all, contend two psychology professors at San Jose 
State College. The Battle ot Waterloo, laiccording to them, was 
won in SPITE of the playing fields of Eton. 
Drs. Bruce C. Ogilvie and Thomas A. Tuko spent eight years 
studying 15,000 athletes on 27 professional teams and hundreds 
of college and high school teams. Their conclusion, reported in 
the October issue of Psychology Today: Sports do not build 
character — in fact, “there is evidence that athletic competi­ 
tion limits growth in some areas.” 
Strong Personalities Before Playing 
The two shrinks administered the “Athletic Motivation In­ 
ventory” to the athletes and made what they (shrinks) admit 
are “broad-range value judgments” about them (athletes). 
Like an umpire calling a runner out on a play he didn’t actual­ 
ly see. 
“ It seems,” said the report, “that the personality of the 
ideal athlete is not the result of any moulding process, but 
comes out of the ruthless selection that occurs at all levels of 
sport.” 
Success in sport, the authors said, goes to those who were 
‘already mentally fit, resilient and strong. Winners have strong 
personalities and are well-organi7.ed and well-disciplined, but 
they were that way before they took up athletics. 
In my young manhood, to wax autobiographical, I spent 
more time in locker rooms than libraries, and I am inclined to 
• agree with the San Jose psychologists. What spoits 1 indulged 
in — and those that indulged me — made me no less ti­ 
morous, no more self-disciplined, no less inclined to cheat 
when 1 was sure I could get away with it. 
Sometimes It’s Stupidity 
In other words, physical combat requires bravery, but you 
wouldn’t be in physical combat in the the first place if you 
weren’t brave. I once played most of a college football game 
with a broken nose, not because 1 was brave but because I 
was stupid. Also because I didn’t know it was broken, but 
•especially because 1 was trying to get back at the guy that 
slugged me, an oafish defensive tackle at the University of 
Massachusetts. 
, . 
What the psychologists meant by athletic competition 
limit­ 
ing growth in some areas” is not clear. After four years of 
being hit on the head, I hear bells a lot of the time, and 1 say 
“ Dull?” more than most people, but maybe I would even if 
that 220-pound fullback at Brown University hadn't hit me in 
the head with his knee.

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Investing 
Dividend Status 
During Freeze 
New York Stock Prices 


By ROGER E. SPEAR 


Q—I hold two stocks which normally pay extra dividends in 


the iinal quarter. How will the freeze affect this?—G. B. 


A—Although corporate dividend's were not specifically in­ 
cluded in the freeze. President Nixon did request that com­ 
panies hold the line on payouts. Prior to the freeze, 6 per cent 
more companies had raised, resumed or paid extra dividends 
than in the comparable period of 1970. Since Aug. 15, only a 
handful of companies have taken dividend action which could 
be construed as being in violation of the spirit of the freeze. 
Additional dividend guidance was issued by the Cost of Liv­ 
ing Council on Sept. 14. “ A company that has, as an estab­ 
lished practice, either declared extra dividends at a particular 
time of year, or followed a pattern of variation in dividends 
throughout the year, may increase its dividends according to 
Its past practice.” The payout, however, must not exceed that 
declared in the previous year. 


Q—My husband and 1, now in our HOs, are in a position to 


invest for our future. A bank stock and utility have been sug­ 
gested. What would you recommend?—L. P. 


A—The two groups suggested, in my opinion, do not offer the 
kind of growth which you should be seekinc. Sch.itz Brewing 
(NYSE) has an exceptional growth record in an expanding 
industry and would be my choice. Last year, Schütz producted 
one out of every eight barrels of beer consumed or 1.1 per cent 
of the domestic market. Shipments for 1971 are expected to 
exceed 16 million barrels. 7 per cent more than in 1970. With 
the completion, later this year, of its ninth brewery, capacity 
will surpass the 20 million barrel mark. At the current rate of 
sales expansion this capacity will be exceeded in 1974. 
Contributing to Schlitz’ continued earnings gains will be 
recently installed on-site can-making facilities, larger moie ef­ 
ficient breweries, a f ist fermentation process and the use of 
filters rather than pasteurization. While shares are trading 
close to 1 0 0 , a stock split in the near future is possible.

■\Yhat we’re really fishing 
for are environmental facts. 


At the San Onofre power plant, 
located near San Clemente, sea water 
is used to cool the plant condensers, 
and then the warmed water is 
returned to the sea. 


To determine whether this harms 
the marine environment, Edison 
commissioned an oceanographic 
company of national stature to 
monitor the offshore waters both 
before and after the plant was built.. 
Monitoring began in mid-1963 
—four-and-a-half years before the 
plant commenced commercial 
operation—and has continued ever 
since. 


Result: twenty-one reports reveal no 
significant changes in the marine 
environment. And that includes 
three years of plant operation. 


In addition, the California State 
Department of Fish and Game made 
its own study of the same marine 


area in 1969. The Department 
concluded that the nuclear unit’s 
operation did not appear to have had 
an adverse effect on the near-shore 
marine environment. 


Aside from warm water, some people 
may be concerned about radiation 
from nuclear power plants. Actually, 
natural background radiation is 
everywhere and always has been. It 
comes from the air you breathe, the 
food you eat, the materials used to 
build your home. The San Onofre 
nuclear power plant is a source of 
some radiation, too. The question is, 
how much? 


The answer: so little that an 
elaborate monitoring program of the 
land, air and offshore waters near 
San Onofre has established that the 
amount is insignificant conipared 
with natural background radiation. 
Far less, for example, than the 
additional amount received by 
moving from a wood to a stone or 
concrete home or apartment house. 


Based on these and other facts, we 
believe nuclear plants are a safe and 
sensible way to generate electricity. 
Clean, too. Since there’s no 
combustion in a nuclear reactor, no. 
by-products of combustion are 
released into the atmosphere.
